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Case being appealed 


Andover couple awarded $7M 


By Lisa Boudreau 

An Andover couple, Dr. James Rourke 
and his wife, Virginia Rourke, were awarded 
a $7 million settlement last week in a long- 
standing case against Andover developer 
George Chongris. The case, which began 
when the Rourkes invested $100,000 in Mr. 
Chongris’ business in 1975, still may not be 
settled. 

Mr. Chongris filed an appeal this week 
through Boston lawyer Jeff Gorlick, who is 
handling the appeal. 

“We think that the judgment is erroneous. 
The damage assessment by the court doesn’t 
have a factual basis supporting it,” Mr, Gor- 
lick told the Townsman Wednesday. 

According to Lawrence Superior Court 
documents, the Rourkes’ suit charged that 
Mr. Chongris, formerly of Andover and now 
of Salem, N.H., never paid the couple money 
they were due after they invested $100,000 
for a 10 percent share in Mr. Chongris’ 
Launching Road Trust. According to town 
documents, the trust still owns property in 
Andover. 

During the 1970s and ’80s, Mr. Chongris 


built almost 100 homes in Andover, includ 
ing the Golden Oak and Knollcrest sub-divi- 
sions off High Plain Road and homes off Riv- 
er Road, 

Mr. Chongris could not be reached for 
comment. Family members said he was in 
Greece. The Rourkes’ lawyer, John Barter, 
of Boston, said his clients were pleased with 
the court's ruling and have waited since 
1985, when the charges were filed, to be com- 
pensated. 

In his ruling, Lawrence Superior Court 
Judge Harold Flannery determined that 
there had been many profitable transactions 
in and out of the Launching Road Trust 
between 1975 and 1990, and that the Rourkes 
should be awarded double the $2 million that 
Mr. Chongris should have paid them, plus 12 
percent interest per year and attorney fees 
and other costs, the total of which is approxi- 
mately $7 million. 

In his written statement Judge Flannery 
said he was awarding the Rourkes “double 
damages” because it would “suffice to penal- 
ize (Mr. Chongris) and deter him and oth- 
ers,” from similar actions.

Question is if Andover would replace him

Patrolman Matthew Aumais, a member of 
the Andover Police Department for the past 
three years, has applied to the Mas- 
sachusetts State Police training program and 
could leave the Andover force within the 
next three weeks, 

Officer Aumais, 24, a 1985 graduate of 
Andover High School and who lives in 
Andover, is the son of Patrolman Dick 
Aumais, a 33 veteran of the force. Although 
he hasn’t yet been guaranteed acceptance, 
the younger Officer Aumais is hoping to get 
into the state police training class that 
begins June 15, according to Lt. Phillip 
Froburg. 

“It looks good,” Lt. Froburg said last 
week. 

That's for Officer Aumais. It could be bad 
for Andover, 

“It’s bad because you lose another officer 


and I don’t know if they’re going to replace 
him or not,” Lt. Froburg said of town offi- 
cials. 

Two patrolmen were laid off last June due 
to budget cuts. Those two officers have since 
been hired in North Reading. The town loses 
again if it has to pay to train a rookie, which 
costs about $60,000. 

But Lt. Froburg said he believes there is a 
list from which the town would be able to 
hire laid-off officers from other towns. It is 
also possible one of the two officers laid off 
last year would still be able to come back, he 
said, but questioned whether either would 
want to take the chance even if it was an 
option, 

Officer Aumais may not know if he has 
been accepted, and the town may not know if 
it is short another officer, until a few days 
before the June 15 class begins, according to 
Lt. Froburg.

THREE AREAS TO WATCH 

By charting the location of cavities in the teeth of large 
populations, dentists have come to recognize that tooth 
decay is likely to occur most often on certain tooth 
surfaces. The three most common of these surfaces are

Should service be mandatory?

Of the 1,200 students at Andover High 
School, 200 — or roughly 17 percent — are 
involved in the community service program, 
Lately, there has been much discussion as to 
whether community service should be made 
mandatory, 

Dave Gangi and Jay Darrin, coordinators 
of Andover High’s program, recently attend- 
ed a conference in Washington, D.C., where 
many speakers suggested service be required 
of young people. William F, Buckley, who 
spoke at the conference, said that he is in 
favor of everyone doing mandatory commu- 
nity service, similar to when military service 
was mandatory to 18-year-olds. 

However, judging from the responses 
made by Andover students, many teens 
would beg to differ,

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“IT was taking an anti-inflammatory 
medication two times a day, every day 
for a year,” she said. 

“T thought there had to be a better, 
drug-free way to get rid of my pain. 
One day (in 1985) I was watching TV 
and I caught the tail end of a program 
on myotherapy. I didn’t call the TV sta- 
tion until six months later, but they 
gave information on the school that 
trained myotherapists,” she said. 

Myotherapy is type of non-surgical, 
muscle treatment that involves 
massage, pressure on muscle “trigger 
points” and follow-up exercise and 
stretching to ease, and in some cases, 
eliminate muscle pain. 

Mrs. Cummings was in her 50s at 
that time and decided she wanted to go 
back to school to learn myotherapy. 
The closest school was in the Berk 
shires in Lenox, more than a two-hour 
drive away. At that point in Mrs. Cum 
ming’s life her three daughters were 
grown and not living at home. Her hus- 
band, Robert, and her teen-age son 
learned to cook and get along without 
her during the two years she spent at 
school. 

There were 26 students in her class 
at the Academy for Myotherapy and 
Physical Fitness. One-third of the stu- 
dents were men, she said. Her course 
work included studies in anatomy, 
kinesiology, exercise, massage, and 
aqua exercise, as well as myotherapy. 
In addition to the classes directly relat- 
ed to the hands on aspects of myothera- 
py, she also had classes in modern 
dance, mime, music, nutrition and 
business to help students run a suc- 
cessful myotherapy practice after they 
graduated. 

“It was the hardest two years of my 
life,” Mrs. Cummings said. “I felt like I 
was in medical school sometimes with 
all the anatomy and other classes I had 
to take.” 

Another challenging endeavor was 
the modern dance class. She had to 
choreograph and perform a dance rou- 
tine. 

“Dancers put their bodies through 
so much, I really learned to appreciate 
the human body after that,” she said. 

Upon graduation in 1987, Mrs. Cum- 
mings was a certified trigger point 
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She wanted to learn more about her own pain

myotherapist. She began knocking on 
doctors’ doors in the area, trying to 
educate them about myotherapy, 
which can help in many instances 
when medical treatment isn’t working. 
She had limited success at first. But 
now she is doing well, both with refer- 
rals from doctors and people who seek 
her out on their own. 

Before Mrs. Cummings treats a 
patient, that patient must have a writ- 
ten statement from a doctor that he or 
she is in good physical health and does 
not have any broken bones. She then 
asks them detailed questions about 
their history of injuries — both sport 
and automobile, their work environ- 
ment and how stressful their life is. 

“The more I know about the 
patient’s life the better I am able to 


treat their muscle pain,” Mrs. Cum- 
mings said. 

Her specialty is trigger point 
myotherapy. Trigger points are loca- 
tions in the muscles that are hypersen- 
sitive and cause pain, movement 
restriction and weakness. Muscle over- 


load, fatigue, trauma and chilling of 


the muscle can cause trigger points, 
said Mrs, Cummings. Applying pres- 
sure using hands, fingers, knuckles 
and elbows, as well as massage and 
passive stretching are all myotherapy 
techniques that a therapist uses to 
eliminate the pain. Follow-up exercise 


and stretching can extend the relief 


from myotherapy sessions, she said. 
The first visit, when she compiles a 

patient’s history, usually takes about 

two hours, she said, and costs $65. Vis- 


its run about an hour and cost $50. 

Not all insurance providers cover 
myotherapy treatment. Myotherapists 
are working at the national level to 
classify myotherapy with physical 
therapy and occupational therapy and 
athletic trainers to ensure their ser- 
vices will be covered by insurance 
companies. According to Mrs. Cum- 
mings, legislation is now at the com- 
mittee level in Washington, D.C., and is 
being discussed by House and Senate 
committees on health care. Mrs. Cum- 
mings hopes, but does not expect, any 
action on myotherapy classification 
this year. 

In the meantime, she continues to 
use her hands, knuckles and elbows to 
massage and stretch people into feeling 
better.

This surely is 
over-ticketing 


Do you remember what the day 

"was like Saturday, May 16, the day 

Clown Town took over downtown 
Andover? 

By 10 a.m. or so, when sunshine 
was bathing the area, cars began to 
arrive with scores and scores of peo- 
ple anxious to spend the day at the 
Andona Society’s popular event, 
which raises funds for the youth of 
Andover. 

By | p.m., it was near impossible 
to find a parking place within five 
blocks of The Park downtown. Cars 
were lined up on Bartlet Street; the 
municipal lot at Park Street Village 
was full. Finally, people began to 
park on the south side of Chestnut 
Street, by The Park, the side where 
“no parking” signs are posted. 

By 2 p.m., scores of cars were tick- 
eted with the ugly day-glow orange 
messages on their windshields. V.io- 
lation. Expense. No parking. 

One resident we know and saw 
after Clown Town was very angry 
about the ticket she’d received. 

Now we know that rules are rules 
and that they are made for the bene- 
fit of us all. But we suggest that ener- 
getically ticketing cars downtown on 
a day when thousands of people 
have come to visit Andover, to spend 
their money here, to support the 
youth of our town, is over-kill. 

Perhaps having the ticketing offi- 
cer turn the other way as cars fill up 
the no-parking side of the street is 
asking too much. We suggest that 
the Board of Selectmen ask the 
police to call a ticketing moratorium 
once in a while — for Clown Town, 
and maybe a few other very large 
events; there can’t be that many. 

We know of one person who came 
here from out-of-town for Clown 
Town, received a ticket, and said, “T 
will never come again.”

Women and their self-esteem

We're going to read more and 
more stories about women being 
killed by estranged husbands or 
boyfriends until we do more than 
concentrate on legislation relating to 
the matter. 

This week we read about yet 
another woman who was allegedly 
killed by her estranged husband. The 
story isa 
lot like the 
wife mur- 
der that 
took place 
recently in 
Lawrence. 
In Brock- 
ton, a man 
allegedly 
stabbed 
his wife to 
death 
Monday while their two small chil- 
dren looked on. Suzanne Hoeg, age 
26, is now dead and joins at least a 
dozen women in Massachusetts this 
year who allegedly have been killed 
by a spouse or male companion. 

Usually in these battles, the wom- 
an knew she was in danger and 


sometimes she sought help. Many of 


them had a restraining order against 
the angry man, but still, she is dead. 
Legislators and other activists 
have been working on legislation to 
address this problem. Former state 


Rep. Sue Tucker, who is from 
Andover, did quite a bit of good work 
in addressing the problem. Now 
there is even a “stalking law” that 
makes it a crime to “systematically 
harass” anyone, including wives and 
girlfriends. That’s good, but if a man 
is out to kill his wife or girlfriend, 
chances are, he’s going to find a way 
to kill her, if he’s that angry, 

So even though the stronger laws 
and penalties should help, just as 
women coming forward and talking 
about their fears will help, I believe 
what we really need to do is address 
the issue of women’s self esteem. 


It is no wonder that many women 
lack enough self-esteem to leave an 
abusive relationship. Many come 
from early years of not being nur- 
tured and all they understand is an 
abusive relationship. 

Many are afraid to name their 
abuser for fear of reprisal and for 
fear they won’t be believed. When 
Anita Hill got her courage together 
and came forward with allegations 
about being sexually harassed by 


Clarence Thomas, now a justice of 


the Supreme Court, she was treated 
with disrespect by many senators on 
the committee that heard the allega- 
tions. 

The woman who accused William 
Kennedy Smith of raping her was 
treated harshly by many. The overall 


message in her case was that because 
she was a single woman with a child 
who went to bars at night, she got 
what she deserved if she was raped. 

Is it any wonder women hesitate 
to report their abusers? There isn’t a 
woman out there who is sure people 
will believe how bad it is. 

Battering has increased, even 
though we're talking openly about it. 
Or maybe it was always as bad as it 
seems now but women are reporting 
it more often. 

For me, the point is to get women 
to leave these abusive relationships 
before they get to the point of threats 
and eventually, murder. Of course 
that’s easy to say. What’s a woman 
with a small child to do, strap her 
crib and diapers to the top of her car, 
if she has one, and drive off in the 
sunset. To where? Well, hopefully to 
a shelter, or to a friend’s, or to her 
family. 


And how to raise women’s self 
esteem? That means money, educa- 
tion, job training, day care, support 
groups, entertainment and more. It’s 
a problem that those of us who are 
lucky enough not to understand from 
experience need to listen to, There 
are volunteer opportunities related 
to raising women’s self esteem. The 
problem is overwhelming, but if we 
acknowledge it, we may at least come 
up with some suggestions,

New, original music is being heard 
at North Parish Church on the Old 
Common, at Massachusetts Avenue 
and Great Pond Road, North Andover. 
Matt Johnson, a composer and pianist, 
is the organist, 
choirmaster and 
handbell direc- 
tor at North 
Parish Church. 

“The public is always invited to 
come and listen,’ Mr. Johnson said. 

He has formed a children’s handbell 
choir and an adult handbell choir. He 
likes the choirs because he says they 
mean many people in the church can 
be involved, 

A native of Texas and a classically 
trained pianist, Mr. Johnson said, “My 
music is eclectic and a blend of contem- 
porary jazz sounds with new age, popu- 
lar and classical elements.”

As a youngster, he listened to his 
father play the piano and from this 
experience his love of music grew. He 
asked his father if he could take piano 
lessons when he was 6 years old. 

He has studied and has played the 
piano for more than 24 years. A prolific 
writer and performer, he received a 
bachelor of music degree from Okla- 
homa Baptist University, Shawnee, 
Okla. After three years of study at the 
New England Conservatory, Boston, he 
was awarded a master’s degree in clas-

sical and jazz studies. His original com- 
positions are piano-based arrange- 
ments with acoustical instruments, 


such as flute, tuba or piccolo. 


A Quiet Moment, a solo piano compo- 
sition, was released in 1986 and Some 
thing About The Moon, a piano and 
ensemble recording, was released in 
1989. His music has been accepted 
under contract with Critique Records, 
located in Woburn. Dolce Nuit Produc- 
tion distributes Critique Records 
throughout the United States. 


Conversations is his third and most 
recent recording, released by Critique 
Records in 1992. It features original 
compositions for piano and ensemble. 

“IT am hoping this recording will be 
used for a movie sound track,” said Mr. 
Johnson. “Now that I have a contract 
with Critique Records my music will 
be heard more often with more airplay. 
Chopin, Mozart and Beethoven has to 
depend on public performances for 


their music to be heard. With the age of 


computers and satellites, music can be 
transmitted anywhere in the world.” 

His studio is in his Boston home, 
where he lives with his wife, Katja, and 
their son. He writes musical scores on 
a desktop computer. 

A Macintosh computer with music 
notation software allows him to use an 
electric piano that feeds the composi 


tion to the computer to translate the 


music onto a staff. 

“Melody is an important part of my 
music, something to sing and hum,” 
added Mr. Johnson. “Many classical 
compositions of the great masters have

melodies that we recognize and can 
easily recall. Just to listen to musie for 
pleasure or to sing the melody can be 
part of the music enjoyment.” 

His arrangements for piano and 
ensemble use many musical styles, 
combining classical, jazz and new age 
sounds with a soft and flowing melody. 
A lyrical tune, She Fell Asleep In My 
Arms, and upbeat tunes entitled Sassy 
and My Favorite Time Of The Year, ave 
examples of his versatile compositions. 

Mr. Johnson's concerts range from 
the New England Conservatory, 
Boston, 1987, to the Memorial 
Hatchshell on the Esplanade in Boston, 
1989 and 1991, Merrimack College After- 
08H Recital Series, eae 1990, the 

Cambridge Jazz Festival, Cambr idge, 
1989, and the Regattabar, Charles 
Hotel, Cambridge,1991, featured his 
concert performances. 


Mr. Johnson presents a piano solo at 
North Parish Sunday service once a 
month. He directs the handbell choirs 
and the adult vocal choir for other Sun: 
day services. The remaining Sunday 
features a local musician’s program, 
which adds diversity to the musical 
programs for the parish. 

He teaches private piano lessons and 
piano composition and theory. In addi- 
tion to these responsibilities and his 
work at North Parish, he performs 
weekly at the Colonial Hilton in Lynn- 
field. 


Making diploma sandwiches and mortarboard desserts

It’s very easy to make a home-cele- 
brated graduation a very special event 
with food prepared by family mem- 
bers. With very little effort and a few 
creative touches, this very important 
occasion can be very unique, 

A color scheme is simple to choose 
because graduates tend to want to use 
their school colors. The motifs usually 
are already chosen for you since they 
most likely will include diplomas, mor- 
tarboards and ivy. With these options, 
you can be well on your way to start 
preparing cupcakes with (in the case of 
Andover High School) yellow lemon 
icing decorated with small diplomas 
made from white paper rolled up and 
tied with a blue ribbon. A yellow 
lemon cake filled with lemon-pineapple 
mousse can be rolled up jelly-roll style 
to resemble a large diploma that can be 
tied with a blue ribbon. A 9-inch round 
cake 2-inches high can be topped off 
with a 10-inch square cake; both can be 
decorated with black tinted icing, 
placed on a pedestal cake plate and dec- 


orated with the appropriate tassel for 
that particular graduate to be the 
“grand finale” mortarboard dessert. 

Diploma sandwiches can be made 
from bread tinted school colors (avail- 
able on special order from local bak- 
eries). For example, egg salad filling 
can be spread on yellow bread then 
rolled up with the seam placed on the 
bottom. A pastry tube with light-blue 
tinted cream cheese can be used to pipe 
out a simulated tie and bow. Potato and 
pasta salads can be garnished with var- 
iegated ivy and the base of punch 
bowls can be decorated with flowers 
depicting the school’s colors, Minia- 
ture ivy plants set in school-color bas- 
kets can be given as favors to guests. 
Jelly-roll lemon cake filled with 
fresh pineapple mousse 
Jelly roll 

3 eggs 

1 cup sugar 

1/3 cup fresh lemon juice 

1/2 tsp. vanilla 

1 cup cake flour 

1 tsp. baking powder 


1/4 tsp. salt 

Zest of one lemon 

2 drops yellow food coloring 

Powdered sugar 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Line jel- 
ly roll pan (15 1/2”x10”x1”) with well- 
greased wax paper. Beat eggs on high 
speed until thick and lemon colored 
(about five minutes). Gradually beat in 
sugar, the lemon juice and vanilla on 
low speed. Combine fiour, baking pow- 
der and salt and add to liquid ingredi- 
ents, beating until batter is smooth.

“David is very funny and he is warm 
and has a wealth of knowledge that he 
contributes every week,” said Ms.

makes it (history) seem so vivid.” 
Despite all his travel, from the Mid- 
dle Kast to the midst of the Merrimack 
Valley, Mr. Ginsberg still says it is his 
students who have made the longer 
journey. He said certain rituals could 


not be performed without a quorum of 
10 adults and that becoming a part of 


these prayers and actions is an impor- 
tant piece in continuing and participat- 
ing in the religious services. So their 
journey to adulthood was of greater 
Significance. 

“We can’t recite the prayer for the 
dead or from Torah without 10 adults,” 
said Mr. Ginsberg. “We teach individu- 
alized prayer ... but in another sense 
everything is community. You can be 
an adult, and it’s nice to know that you 
can count them.” 


Although his students share Mr. 
Ginsberg's pleasure at their accom- 
plishment, there might be some debate 
about the length of that journey. 

“I have a long way to go, but now I 
can read Hebrew, which ! feel is a big 
accomplishment in itself,” said Ms. 
Bauer. “It’s almost a lifelong study; I

Not surprisingly, so do her fellow 
students, many of whom are planning 
to continue their studies with Mr. 
Ginsberg even after the bar/bat mitz 
vah ceremony. Mr. Ginsberg said he 
already has about 10 people signed up 
to start in the fall and that “some of my 
students said they will enjoy coming 
and listening.” Indeed, it does sound 
more of a beginning than an end. 


After 30 years in Jewish education, 
Mr. Ginsberg has taken part in many 
accomplishments. He says his “great 
joy is working with learning-disabled 
students to prepare them for bar or bat 
mitzvahs.” 

But, the adult program, which was 
created to help his younger students 
through parental direction, and to fos- 
ter a deeper sense of community, is 
another prominent feather for his 
headgear. And, chances are, the 
moment those 14 students approach 
and read from the Torah will rank 
right up there as well,

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History and headlines from the Townsman 


By Lisa Boudreau 

The first Andover Townsman rolled 
off the press in 1887. Founder John N. 
Cole, who was 23 at the time he started 
the Townsman, began the paper 
because he believed the town should 
have a newspaper of its own. 

“The town of Andover, with its his- 
tory, its business, deserves and needs a 
newspaper of its own. The Andover 
Townsman is intended to supply the 
need,” Mr. Cole said at that time. 

One hundred years after the news- 
paper’s beginning, publisher Irving 
Rogers Jr. is committed to preserving 
Mr. Cole’s original goal. 

“Operating a newspaper in such a 
community approaches being a sacred 
trust. Iam proud to strive each day for 
those standards set 100 years ago — for 
the sake of newspapering and for the 
sake of Andover,” Mr. Rogers said . 

On the Townsman’s first anniver 
sary an analogy to a wedding was 
made by the editor, retired clergyman 
and genealogist the Rev. Charles C. 
Carpenter. He wrote: “Marriages. In 
Andover, October 1987, by Rev. Popu- 


lar Approval Mr. General Public of 


Andover and vicinity, and Miss And 
over Townsman, only daughter of the 
Andover Press. Among the wedding 
tiffs were many subscriptions and 
some handsome advertising con 
tracts.” 

The first edition of the Townsman 
consisted of eight pages and was pub- 
lished on Friday, Oct. 14, 1887. The 
paper’s office was located at 37 Main St. 

Underneath the paper’s name were

seven Andover scenes and in the cen- 
ter was the then 14-year-old Memorial 
Hall Library flanked by two mills. On 
the far right was Punchard High 
School and South Church, with its 
steeple intact. The newsstand price 
was 5 cents and a year’s subscription 
cost $2. It measured slightly larger 
than today’s Townsman, which is 11 
and one-quarter by 13 and three-quar- 
ters inches, 

The Townsman has appeared each 
and every week since it was first pub- 
lished more than 100 years ago. World 
wars and local catastrophic events, 
such as the flood of 1936, have never 
kept the Townsman from publishing. 

According to town historians, Mr. 
Cole was a quick-tempered man who 
grew frustrated with first editor, Rev. 
Carpenter, who was “too much of a 
cloistered scholar for such a practical 
enterprise.” 

Mr. Cole eventually took over as edi- 
tor as well as publisher of the Towns- 
man. As editor he had a convenient 
medium for expression of his views, 
according to the late Claude M. Fuess, 
an Andover historian and former head- 
master of Phillips Academy, 

“His tongue and pen could be equal- 
ly scathing,” he wrote of Mr. Cole, 

One of the reasons Mr. Cole began 
the Townsman was to further his 
career in the Republican party. In 1903 


he was elected to the state House of 


Representatives. Two years later he 
was named speaker of the House, 
which he held for three terms.

About that same time, in 1906, the 
Townsman’s headquarters were 
moved to the corner of Main and Chest- 
nut streets, a few doors south of its 
original office. 

Even Mr. Cole admitted he could 
get nasty. In an editorial for the Towns- 
man's 25th anniversary he wrote, “The 
pen has sometimes undoubtedly been 
dipped so deep in the well as to touch 
some of the bitterness that rested at the 
bottom of the fountain. 

“But if this has been true in the col- 
umn as well as in other parts of the 
paper, the desire has ever been to keep 
high standard of public service, of civic 
growth, of the best life in the communi- 
ty.” 

After his death in 1922, his son, 
Philp Cole, took over the Andover 
Press. The company wasn’t limited to 
printing the Townsman. It also had a 
print shop and a small bookstore that 
sold stationary, 

According to the late Dino Valz, who 
began working for the younger Cole in 
1925 and went on to write the paper’s 
editorials for many years, the Towns- 
man looked the same for many years. It 
had eight columns and identical two- 
or three-line headlines on the left and 
right side, 

Printing the paper in those days was 
a labor-intensive task for the skeleton 
crew of the Townsman. Each and every 
letter of news and ads had to be laid 
down by hand. 

Just like other newspapers of its

day, the Townsman had a very small 
staff. At one time it consisted of just

In 1935, editor Elmer Grover bought 
the controlling interest in the company 
and changed its name to The Towns- 
man Press Inc. The Townsman 
changed dramatically under Mr. 
Grover, who patterned the new paper 
after Life magazine. The paper adopted 
a news magazine format and had 
glossy paper and full-page pho- 
tographs on page one. 

In 1947 Mr. Grover sold the paper to 
Josiah K. Lilly, who returned the paper 
to its original format. Two years later 
the paper changed hands again when 
the late Irving RB, Rogers Sr. bought the 
Townsman. 

His son, current owner and publish- 
er, Irving E. Rogers Jr., took over the 
paper in 1982. The Rogers family, 
which also publishes The Eagle-Tri- 
bune, has owned the Townsman longer 
than any other family, including the 
Coles. 

Under the Rogers, the Townsman 
has had four editors: David Young, 
Marcelle Farrington and Robert FB, 
Finneran. The current editor, Perry 
Colmore Catlin, has been at the paper 
since December, 1989. 

The paper has moved eight times, 
once returning to its former office on 
the corner of Main and Chestnut 
streets. Today the Townsman is located 
at 33 Chestnut St. on the corner of Bart- 
let Street, in a building the Rogers had 
built. The Townsman moved into the 
new building Dec. 27, 1991.

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Harmon Kiley and Hermit Woods Designs bring 
years of experience to Townsman’s new building 


Harmon J. Kiley is the architect for 
the Townsman building at 33 Chestnut 


St. He used the three major items of 


importance — identity, image and effi- 
ciency 
the new Townsman office building. 

As the building site was several 
hundred feet off of Main Street, it was 
requested that the front door or public 
lobby area have a visual connection 
with not only Chestnut Street, but also 
be able to be seen from Main Street. 
The two-story foyer, with large divided 
light glass areas, was the result of the 
request. The exterior design has strong 
residential feelings because it also acts 
as a buffer between a residential area 
and the adjacent commercial activities 
of the neighborhood. 

The word “Townsman” implies 
stateliness and hometown reflection. 
Therefore, the overall exterior design 
features double-hung and dormer win- 
dows, widow’s walk, clapboards and 
white trim details which are very 
familiar not only with the Main Street 
area but also other parts of Andover. 
To imply strength and stability, the 
heavy column details give scale to the 
building and add a strong architectural 
statement. The two-story foyer area is 
intended to focus upon the public area 
and stress the importance of the news- 
paper’s active role in the community. 

The building was designed with a 
multi-floor concept. The first floor 
needed to have public access, work 
areas for people who directly relate to 


as a guideline in the design of 


the public. The main working floor is 
subdivided by flexible office partitions 
that can be relocated as the needs of the 
newspaper change. The object was to 
effectively use the space and reduce 
traffic flow between work stations. 
Lighting of the interior spaces was sup- 
plemented with exterior windows 
which can be opened for fresh air ven- 
tilation and the dormer windows 
increase the overall daytime light lev- 
els by acting as a clear story in the 
cathedral ceiling areas. There is also a 
mezzanine area for future expansion 
which also borrows light from this 
clear story space. 

Mr. Kiley is also the architect and 
proprietor of Hermit Woods Designs. 
Hermit Woods Designs was conceived 
on the shores of Hermit Lake in San- 
bornton, N.H., and surrounded by Her- 
mit Woods. The secluded home and 
architectural studio allows Mr. Kiley to 
continue his career in residential 
design. In December 1985, he also 
opened an office in the Jared McLean 
House in North Reading. 

Mr. Kiley worked with Royal Barry 
Wills in 1961, an architect renown for 
his colonial style residential design. 
This learning experience was com- 
bined with eight months of travel in 
Kurope, sponsored by the Boston Soci- 
ety of Architects. Mr. Kiley was the 


winner of the 1962 Boston Society of 


Architects Traveling Scholarship. Its 
purpose was to study housing design 
and city and community planning.

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More and more historic 
buildings being restored, 


Ken Dennison, PE, president of 
Denco Engineering, Inc., a structural 
engineering firm located in North 
Reading, has noticed an increasing 
trend toward restoration of historic 
buildings in New England. This is 
good news for preservationists and 
others interested in preserving early 
American architecture, He said this 


indicates a very positive reversal of 


the early post World War II attitudes 
of “away with the old and up with the 
new.” a 

Denco Engineering has had the 
opportunity in recent years of work- 
ing with preservation architects and 
building owners providing structural 
engineering services for the repair 
and restoration of numerous build- 
ings in Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire, according to Mr. Denni- 
son. He said the firm has been 
engaged in several projects where the 
owners were told their building was 
beyond repair and would heed to be 
dismantled and reconstructed or 
demolished altogether.

Mr. Dennison said that two projects 
successfully done in recent years pre- 
sented great challenges. One was the 
restoration of the William Pitt Tavern 
at Strawbery Banke in Portsmouth, 
N.H., an early 18th-century inn. The 
entire building frame was in 
deplorable condition but, with many 
innovative ideas, it was restored with- 
out demolition of the remaining origi- 
nal structure. The other more recent 


project was the restoration of the roof 


framing of the First Universalist 
Church in Salem, Mass. This building 


was constructed in 1805 and the roof 


was near collapse. Denco Engineering 
invented a unique system installed 
within the existing roof framing that 
saved the whole structure without 
demolition and the visible appearance 
of the original remained unchanged.
